Pupils evacuated 
due to bomb hoax 

A SCHOOL in Halesowen and three 
schools in Sandwell were evacuated after 
hoax bomb threats on Tuesday. 

Police attended Leasowes High School 
in Halesowen, Bristnall Hall Academy, Old¬ 
bury Academy and Holly Lodge in Oldbury 
but, following searches, West Midlands 
Police said that no bombs or suspicious 
objects had been been found. Dudley 
Councillor Ian Cooper, cabinet member 
for children’s services, said: “The situation 
was dealt with quickly and safely.”

POLICE station closures are 
‘unfair and unnecessary 5 ac¬ 
cording to an MP, after dates 
when doors will shut for good 
were confirmed. 

Closure dates for 13 police stations 
in the Black Country have been con¬ 
firmed as part of £8.6 million cuts — 
and Netherton in Dudley is first to go. 

West Midlands Police is shutting 28 stations 
in total across its area. The Netherton police 
base will shut on January 31 alongside others 
in Wolverhampton and Great Barr. 

Dudley station will follow on August 31, with 
Halesowen police station due to close on Janu¬ 
ary 31, 2017. Kingswinford police station is also 
expected to close within the next 18 months. 

West Midlands Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Jamieson said the the force had to 
take ‘difficult decisions’. 

But Dudley South MP Mike Wood, whose 
constituency covers Netherton and Kingswin- 
ford, said the move would have a major impact. 

“There is no requirement for the commis¬ 
sionaire to pursue his plans to close stations in 
Kingswinford and Netherton,” he said. 

Listen 

“I have said that closing two stations within 
my constituency was both unfair and now un¬ 
necessary. 

“The Government, following representation 
from MPs like myself, has changed the formula 
for funding forces such as West Midlands Po¬ 
lice and, as a result, its budget will not face any 
budget reductions. 

“Therefore the reasons for closing any of 
the named stations is no longer viable and the 
Commissioner should do as the Chancellor has 
done - listen to representation and change his 
mind,” said the Conservative MP. 

Councillor Elaine Taylor, for Netherton, 
Woodside and St Andrews, Dudley, said: “We 
have been told the closure of our station is still 
happening but they are looking at having an 
office in the locality so the public still have that 
service and that presence in the area. We are 
keeping our PCSOs, which we are very happy 
about.” 

Commissioner Jamieson said: “Between 2010 
and 2015 West Midlands Police was cut harder 
than any other force in the country which 
means we still have difficult decisions to make. 

“My priority always will be people not build¬ 
ings. Many people from across the political di¬ 
vide have realised this. The overriding view of 
police professionals is that officers, not build¬ 
ings keep people safe.” 

Dudley North Labour MP Ian Austin and 
Conservative MP for Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis James Morris have campaigned against 
station closures. But Margot James, Tory MP 
for Stourbridge, has supported the move, pre¬ 
viously saying that the closures would have 
‘minimal impact’.

The occasion was led by family friend Rev¬ 
erend Paul Hinton. Flo, who ran the Malt 
Shovel pub in Dudley for nearly 40 years, 
said: “Reverend Paul was mentioning all 
these countries and I didn’t know what he 
was on about. Then I worked out they have 
all been saying we’re the oldest people to get 
married. 

“The church was full, it was amazing. It’s 
been absolutely wonderful.” 

Father-of-three Bill, a former engineer, 
used to go dancing with his late wife Joan, 
until she died in 1997. It was though danc¬ 


ing that he first met mother-of-two Flo. After 
Joan died the couple became inseparable with 
Joan eventually agreeing to move in to Bill’s 
house in Oldbury.

Tree planting tribute 
to Holocaust hero 

A TREE will be planted in Mary Stevens 
Park to honour the Stourbridge man 
dubbed ‘the British Schindler’. 

During the 1930s Major Frank Foley 
worked as a passport controller in the 
British Embassy in Berlin and issued 
travel documents so Jewish families could 
escape Nazi persecution. He also hid 
people in his home and it is believed he 
saved more than 10,000 Jews from the gas 
chambers. 

Somerset-born Major Foley died in 1958 
in Stourbridge, the town he called home 
after the Second World War. The civic cer¬ 
emony takes place at 11 am on January 30.

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Council pay out £380k in injury claims 


DUDLEY Council has paid out more than 
£380,000 to people on injury claims since 2013, 
new figures reveal. 

The cash-strapped authority received 609 
claims from 2013/14 to the present date, with 121 
of those claims successful. 

In total, the council has been forced to hand out 
£387,411 in that period. 

The biggest claim was on July 5, 2013, when 
the authority had to pay £18,120 for a break or 
fracture caused by a pothole. 

The council faces huge financial challenges in 
the next five years and has just revealed a second 
tranche of budget savings to contend with. 


UKIP Councillor Paul Brothwood said the cash 
pot paid out was money the council could ill afford 
to spend and needed to be reduced. 

Cabinet member Councillor David Sparks said 
the council worked hard to ensure the borough 
was safe and clean but could not prevent ‘unavoid¬ 
able’ incidents. 

Councillor Brothwood claimed the extent of the 
injury payouts suggested a lack of investment by 
the authority. He said: “I think this is a reflection 
of the poor investment from the council into our 
roads and pavements. I know money from central 
Government has been made available but not a 
lot of it seems to have been spent in the borough. 


“I think the level of money paid out is a conse¬ 
quence of not improving the roads and pavements 
at the same time - instead of doing one then com¬ 
ing back to do the other,” Councillor Brothwood 
added. “It’s far more cost effective to do them all 
at once. I would far rather that £380,000 had been 
spent on improving Dudley borough’s roads.” 

Finance boss Councillor Sparks said: “We work 
hard to ensure the borough is a safe and clean 
place to be but obviously there will be unavoidable 
occasions where incidents can happen. We have a 
robust process in place to evaluate claims coming 
in to the council, and where we are found to be at 
fault, those cases are dealt with appropriately.” 


Rogue traders guilty 
of harassing elderly 


BOSSES at a roofing firm have 
been found guilty of harassing 
customers with sales tactics. 

After a four-month trial, Summit Roof- 
guard Ltd director Sarah Beadle was found 
guilty of 28 various counts of unfair, mis¬ 
leading or aggressive commercial practices. 

The jury at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court also decided the firm’s co-director 
Martin Evans was guilty of 24 charges. 

Summit Roofguard, which had an office 
in Birmingham, claimed to be the largest 
installer of fascias, soffits and guttering in 
the region. The prosecution was brought 
by Dudley Council trading standards after 
customers across the Black Country were 
targeted. 

General manager Trefor Prytherch was 
found guilty of two counts, employees Der¬ 
rick Fisher and Glenys Bolton were each 
guilty of four. 

The offences occurred between 2011 and 
2014, and the court was told the firm had 
since ceased trading. The annual turnover 
of the combined company stood at almost 
£4 million in 2011. 

Aggresive 

One of the victims was pensioner Betty 
Tipper, of Brierley Hill, who was sold win¬ 
dows and guttering by Summit Roofguard 
to replace products installed just four years 
earlier. Beadle and Evans were found guilty 
of engaging in an aggressive commercial 
practice in regard to Mrs Tipper, who was 
plagued by phone calls from the firm. 

Another pensioner targeted was 88-year- 
old Jack Hill, from Brierley Hill. Beadle, 
Evans and Prytherch were all found guilty 
of engaging in an aggressive commercial 
practice regarding Mr Hill. 

Evans, 58, from Lower Broadheath, 
Worcestershire; Beadle, 39, of Yew Tree 
Road, Moseley; Prytherch, 57, of Crawley, 
Sussex; Fisher, 64, from Wootton Wawen, 
Warwickshire, and Bolton of New Oscott, 
Birmingham, 64, denied the charges. Bea¬ 
dle was found not guilty of two counts, 
Evans of six and Prytherch of six. 

Evans, Beadle, Prytherch, Fisher and 
Bolton will be sentenced at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court on March 10. 

Not guilty verdicts were found in all 
counts faced by Richard Ledwith, 38, of 
West Heath, and Nadeem Yasin, 34, of 
Hodge Hill. 


King Arthur is put to the sword

A LANDMARK at a gateway to 
Dudley has been demolished to 
make way for a supermarket. 

The 1930s roadhouse King Ar¬ 
thur pub, next to the Birmingham 
New Road, has been knocked down 
to clear the site for a new Aldi 
store. 

Residents have long been split 
over the fate of the locally-listed 
building, which closed down as a 
pub in 2012 and had become an 
eyesore after it became a target for 
vandals. 


The future of the site was sealed 
by planning bosses last year after 
heritage groups had declined to 
come to its rescue. 

Councillor Alan Finch, who has 
overseen the planning process, 
said: “It is sad to see the King Ar¬ 
thur pub go, but I think it’s fantas¬ 
tic for the local community to have 
a new outlet to go to. 

“There is nothing like this (su¬ 
permarket) around the Castle and 
Priory area. We are looking at new 
jobs for the local people.” 


Supermarket giant Aldi stepped 
forward with plans to develop the 
site last year, creating 40 jobs. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin 
asked residents living near the pub 
whether they backed the supermar¬ 
ket plans. Out of more than 900 re¬ 
spondents, 80 per cent said yes. 

But Sedgley Councillor and 
UKIP MEP Bill Etheridge raised a 
petition with 102 signatures calling 
for the pub to be retained. 

The pub was built in 1939 by 
Dudley architects Webb and Gray. 


Last chance

DUDLEY residents have only got just 
over a week to register for an energy 
auction that council bosses say could 
save them hundreds of pounds on their 
bills. 

More than 5,000 people have already 
registered with the Big Switch campaign 
backed by Dudley Council. 

The more people who register for the 
auction, the better the deal offered by 
energy companies. 

The last auction attracted nearly 800 
people and 98 per cent of them made 
savings. 

The closing date for the latest auction, 
in which the public join together to get a 
better deal, is February 1. 

Councillor Pete Lowe, leader of the 
council, said: “As a community council, 
we are extremely pleased with this suc¬ 
cessful initiative which is free and easy 
to join. Our Big Switch auctions are able 
to secure energy rates that are not avail¬ 
able direct from suppliers or price com¬ 
parison sites.” 

“Anyone who signs up is under no 
obligation to switch suppliers, but with 
savings of an average of £300 a year, 
more and more people are seeing the 
benefits of switching to this collective 
way of buying energy.” 

The scheme is open to all household¬ 
ers, including people living in rented ac¬ 
commodation, those with a prepayment 
meter or people paying for dual fuel or 
gas and electricity separately, and those 
with a fuel debt of £500 or less. Visit 
www.dudley.gov.uk and search for Big 
Switch or call 0300 555 2345 for details.

Sainsbury's 
looking to 
take over 
Argos chain 

THREE Argos stores in Dudley bor¬ 
ough could be closed and jobs lost as 
Sainsbury’s looks to take over the 
retailer and relocate sites within su¬ 
permarkets. 

The shops on Dudley High Street, 
the Merry Hill centre and Halesow¬ 
en’s Cornbow centre are all under 
threat. 

Sainsbury’s made the revelations 
after it set out its case for a £1 bil¬ 
lion-plus takeover of Home Retail 
Group, which incorporates both Argos 
and Homebase. The bid deadline is 
February 2. 

In a presentation outlining its 
plans, Sainsbury’s said it would look 
to shut a number of the 734 units in 
the Argos chain and bring them into 
its supermarkets as concessions. 

Sources close to Sainsbury’s believe 
between 150 and 200 Argos shops 
could be impacted and that places all 
16 in the Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire under threat. 

Dudley councillor Khurshid Ahmed 
said: “I hope these stores are not 
under threat because they seem to be 
doing well. Argos in Merry Hill is big 
and one of the major stores. Dudley is 
vibrant and my hope and wish is that 
it won’t be under threat. The same for 
Halesowen.” 

Deputy leader, Councillor Judy Fos¬ 
ter, added that she welcomed Sains¬ 
bury’s bailing Argos out if it was in 
trouble but that she hoped they would 
opt to save the three local shops. 

There are already 10 Argos conces¬ 
sions in the supermarket chain in the 
UK as part of a trial. 

injured passenger 
no longer critical 

A MAN badly hurt when a van hit a 
tree in Dudley is no longer in a critical 
condition. Two men — the driver and 
front seat passenger — had to be cut 
free from the Ford Escort after the 
smash in Clee Road, which was closed 
for several hours following the acci¬ 
dent at around 1.30pm on January 6. 

Two back seat passengers, women 
aged 44 and 38, were also injured. 

The 37-year-old driver is recovering 
in hospital, whilst a 35-year-old man 
was originally in a critical condition 
but was said to be improving. 

Sergeant Paul Hughes said: “It is 
important that we piece together the 
events leading up to the collision.” 

Anyone with information should 
contact the Collision Investigation 
Unit on 101.

Bomb scares probe 
after schools cleared 


POLICE investigations are continu¬ 
ing this week, after four schools in 
the Black Country had to be evacuat¬ 
ed after receiving bomb threats. 

Calls were made to Oldbury Academy, 

Bristnall Hall Academy in Oldbury, Hol¬ 
ly Lodge High School in Smethwick and 
Leasowes High School in Halesowen at 
around 9am on Tuesday, warning of an im¬ 
mediate threat. 

Lessons were interrupted and pupils told to 
leave as quickly as possible as parents were con¬ 
tacted to come and collect their children. 

Police have been trying to trace the caller 
behind the bomb threats, which have been con¬ 
firmed as hoaxes. 

Police descended on the four schools within 
minutes and an investigation was launched to 
try to determine whether the threat was credible 
as hundreds of children spilled onto the streets. 

The schools were searched but no suspicious 
packages were found. 

There was panic and confusion among parents 
outside the school gates following the evacua¬ 
tions, with many only informed initially that 
they needed to collect their children. 

Alerted 

Leasowes High School took the decision to reo¬ 
pen on Tuesday afternoon after it was confirmed 
pupils were not in any danger. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren Cooper said: 

“Three Sandwell secondary schools received 
bomb threats and the police were immediately 
alerted. 

“To ensure the safety of pupils, headteachers 
at the schools made the decision to evacuate and 
pupils were sent home for the day. There was no 
suggestion of any threat to other schools.” 

Patricia Woodhouse, aged 52, was told to come 
and collect son Kieran from the Oldbury Acad¬ 
emy. She said: “It’s really scary knowing your 
son has come to school and there has been a 
bomb scare. 

“It’s terrible. You don’t know if your children 
are safe or not.” 

West Midlands Police spokesman Billy Corri¬ 
gan said: “Some institutions took the independ¬ 
ent decision to evacuate students. All are safe 
and being cared for as usual by staff. 

“The calls were received between around 9am 
and 9.30am.

He says some research suggests moderate 
drinkers are less likely to suffer from a wide range of 
diseases. But as he puts it: “The job of doctors is to help 
sick people rather than healthy ones, so they inevitably 
see the casualties of alcohol, never its beneficiaries.” So 
most doctors will see alcoholics dying of liver disease 
while never meeting the moderate drinker who enjoys a 
glass of wine a day and, inexplicably, never catches a 
cold.

DUDLEY Council has been accused of ‘sleep¬ 
walking off a financial cliff edge’ after plans 
to raise council tax by 3.99 per cent for three 
successive years were revealed. 

The cash-strapped authority unveiled proposals to 
help slash a black hole in its funding from £50 mil¬ 
lion to just under £21m. 

Opposition councillors have criticised the Labour-run 


council, saying the budget 
plans fail to fix underly¬ 
ing problems. But council 
bosses said the authority 
was facing difficult deci¬ 
sions due to a reduction in 
Government funding. 

Conservative leader 
Councillor Patrick Harley 
said: “We would support 
one council tax increase this 
year as we’ve had five years 
with no increase. But I think 
it’s ridiculous to propose to 
do this for three years. 

Reality 

“This council has refused 
to deal with the reality that 
local government needs to 
change. They’re sleepwalk¬ 
ing off a financial cliff edge.” 

Last week the council re¬ 
vealed plans to increase its 
share of council tax by 1.99 
per cent and take up a Gov¬ 
ernment offer to increase it 
by a further two per cent for 
adult social care, adding up 
to 3.99 per cent. This works 
out to be an extra 77p per 
week, or £40.04 per year, for 
those in Band C properties.

in the region. But UKIP’s 
Councillor Paul Brothwood 
said: “It’s a lot of money to 
ask residents to pay, and the 
big problem is it hits people 
on the lowest incomes the 
most.” 

Now the leader of Dudley 
Council is to ask taxpayers 
for their views — by get¬ 
ting on the bus. Councillor 
Pete Lowe will be travelling 
around the borough on pub¬ 
lic transport on Wednesday, 
January 27, speaking to pas¬ 
sengers about services. 

Meanwhile, an increase of 
nearly four per cent in coun¬ 
cil tax will come into force in 
Sandwell after the rise was 
unanimously backed. 

Most households will see 
an increase of about £1 per 
week after Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil’s budget was approved. 
Finance boss Councillor 
Steve Eling said the council, 
which had frozen its tax for 
the last five years, had been 
left with no choice but to in¬ 
crease rates by 3.99 per cent 
following the Government’s 
removal of its grant.

A DIE-HARD Wolves fan 
from Stourbridge has set 
about documenting the 
history of the club’s iconic 
shirts from 1877 to the pres¬ 
ent day.

Steve, 54, said: “The Old 
Gold and Black is an iconic 
sports shirt.

In his collection Steve 
can boast the shirt worn by 
Roy Swinbourne in the fa¬ 
mous victory over Honved 
in 1954. 


Shock over 
attacks on 
staff in 
schools 

TEACHERS in schools 
across the Black Country 
are increasingly finding 
they are having to fend off 
attacks from pupils in the 
classroom, after 105 inci¬ 
dents in a six-month period. 

Allegations of kicking, 
punching, spitting, hair 
pulling, butting, biting and 
scratching make up a total 
of 700 assaults reported at 
schools in Wolverhampton, 
Walsall and Sandwell over 
the past two years, accord¬ 
ing to a Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation request. 

Students have found 
themselves suspended and 
their behaviour monitored 
as a result. 

In Sandwell the physical 
and aggressive attacks took 
place across secondary and 
primary schools from May 
to November last year. 

Serious 

Council bosses said it was 
a ‘very serious matter’ and 
everyone needed to work to¬ 
gether to prevent such inci¬ 
dents continuing. 

Councillor Simon Hack- 
ett, cabinet member for 
children’s services, said: 
“We have 55,000 children in 
our schools, so these figures 
show that acts of violence 
and aggression against 
school staff are extremely 
rare. 

“However, when they do 
occur, we take them very 
seriously. We strongly en¬ 
courage schools to report 
incidents, so that behaviour 
can be managed and staff 
can be supported.” 
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Sisters, aged two and seven, 
hurt in same day dog attacks 


A TWO-YEAR-OLD girl and her sister were attacked by a dog, 
suffering injuries within hours of each other, a court heard. 

The girls were both bitten by the Akita/Husky crossbreed, one of two dogs 
owner Susan Russon handed over to police following the incidents. Russon, aged 
32, of The Beck, Netherton, pleaded guilty to being in charge of a dog allowing 
it to be dangerously out of control and causing injury. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that the girls, whose mother is a friend 
of Russon, had been fussing the dog when it turned nasty.

Defence barrister Stephen Hamblett 
told the court about the incident on 
July 2.

The attack 
happened close to Russon’s home. 

Mr Hamblett told the court that 
Russon had handed over both dogs to 
police. 

Judge Burbidge told Russon: “I take 
into account that you have pleaded 
guilty at the earliest opportunity. 

“You had no reason to believe that 
the dog would attack in the way that 
it did in the first instance, although it 
could be argued you should have done 
more as a precaution to stop the sec¬ 
ond attack from happening. 

“I understand that you are friends 
with the girls’ mother and you have 
shown remorse. But you must be pun¬ 
ished. I understand you must be a dog 
lover, so giving them up must have 
been very difficult for you.” 

He sentenced her to 70 hours com¬ 
munity service.

Why less 
is more 
for the 
film goers 

QUENTIN Tarantino’s new movie, The 
Hateful Eight, seems to be the film of 
choice for those in the know at the 
moment. The western, set in the after- 
math of the American Civil war, lasts a 
bum-numbing three hours seven min¬ 
utes. 

It follows hot on the heels of Spec¬ 
tre, the longest Bond movie ever, at two 
hours 40 minutes. And of course, a few 
years ago there was War Horse, another 
acclaimed movie that was also the best 
part of three hours. 

Whatever happened to the 90-minute 
film? It wouldn’t be so bad, but you now 
have to sit through half an hour of trail¬ 
ers, non-smoking warnings, and threats 
of what will happen if you film the movie 
on your phone, before you even begin. As 
if you could record a three-hour movie on 
your mobile. 

Besides, too many films these days 
seem to be filled with padding just to 
make them last longer. 

Take Captain Phillips, for example, the 
film about the captain of a ship hi-jacked 
by pirates. The first 15 minutes was about 
his drive to work and fears for his son’s 
future. Or the Kingsman, where half an 
hour was spent messing about with a 
light aircraft. Just get on with it. 

Look, I’m not pining for the days of a 
B-movie to act as the warm-up, an inter¬ 
val in the middle to change spools, and 
a spot of Pathe news to keep us abreast 
of what is going on in the world. But I 
do think that an hour-and-a-half is long 
enough for any story, and if a film runs for 
as long as an ice-hockey match, then it 
should be edited more tightly.

I TRUST that you are now sleeping 
more soundly at night, after our lawmak¬ 
ers spent two hours debating why they 
did not want to ban Donald Trump from 
entering the UK.

Starman memories 
left by icon Bowie

David Bowie influenced more 
than one generation via his 
music, fashion, art and ideas 
PETER MADELEY reports 


IF it hadn’t been for David Bowie, 
most of the rock stars, broadcast¬ 
ers and writers who made it out 
of the West Midlands would never 
have got started. 

There would have been no Birming¬ 
ham-based Duran Duran and no Black 
Country combo Pop Will Eat Itself. 

Alternative music and new wave would 
have had as much chance of making it into the 
mainstream as avant garde jazz. The star who 
implored ‘Let’s Dance’ was the starting point 
for three generations of artists. 

His untimely death at the age of 69 robs us 
of one of music’s greatest icons, a true innova¬ 
tor who ranks alongside The Beatles and Elvis 
ass being one of the most influential artists of 
all time. 

Influence 

Pop Will Eat Itself founder Clint Mansell, 
for instance, is presently one of Hollywood’s 
most influential soundtrack writers. 

But without Bowie, he’d never have started. 
He counts Bowie as the main influence on his 
musical career. 

Clint, from Stourbridge, believes there have 
been 12 key moments in his life. 

The first was his birth in 1963. The next 
significant episode was in 1972 when he saw 
David Bowie perform ‘Starman’ on Top of the 
Pops. The experience changed his life. 

Clint’s third key moment came that year 
when he bought his first album ‘The Rise & 
Fall of Ziggy Stardust’. After that, he was only 
ever going to be a rock’n’roll star. 

Jonn Penney, whose band Ned’s Atomic 
Dustbin, followed Pop Will Eat Itself and The 
Wonder Stuff into the charts and onto the 
stages of the nation’s biggest festivals, has a 
similar debt of gratitude to Bowie. 

Jonn, from Wolverhampton, said: “To be 


honest, I kinda feel unqualified to comment 
on Bowie,” he said. “He’s so iconic. He’s such 
a genius. What can I say about him? I guess 
the thing about Bowie is what he stood for; 
whether that was intended or not. He was ut¬ 
terly unique. 

“He made it okay for people to plough their 
own furrow, rather than follow the herd. He 
sort of ratified that, he justified it too. But 
beyond that, he showed everyone that the 
best music they can make is the most honest 
music.” 

Slade drummer Don Powell, who grew up in 
Bilston, said he was fortunate enough to meet 


The Thin White Duke at a gig at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s Civic Hall in the early 1970s. 

“I managed to get backstage and explained 
to him that the first record I ever bought was 
Space Oddity (Bowie’s album from 1969). 

“I was shocked because for someone so fa¬ 
mous he was very unassuming and quiet, al¬ 
most to the point of being shy. It is all very 
sad. We’ve only just lost Lemmy and now 
Bowie. Two of the greats gone in the blink of 
an eye.” 

West Midlands music producer Pete Wa¬ 
terman said: “Bowie was as important to pop 
music as The Beatles. He was extraordinarily 


talented. The Let’s Dance album to me is one 
of the greatest pop albums of all time, every bit 
as good as Sgt Pepper.” 

Mr Waterman, a veteran of 26 Bowie live 
concerts, added; “He was a showman who was 
able to wrap a simple pop song up into some¬ 
thing completely different. 

“He was just amazing. I only met him twice 
and found him incredibly quiet.” 

Wolverhampton author Caitlin Moran broke 
down in tears during a Bowie track on BBC 
Radio Two’s Jeremy Vine show. 

She said: “This is such a sad day. It feels like 
someone’s taken the core out of the Earth.” 

“As a child of my generation he seemed to 
be everywhere.” 

Bowie played numerous iconic gigs around 
the Black Country, Birmingham and Staf¬ 
fordshire, including three nights at Stafford’s 
Bingley Hall in June 1978. 

Some recall him appearing at venues in Bir¬ 
mingham and Wolverhampton in the 1960s 
before he found fame, and support slots for 
Marc Bolan’s band T Rex and Humble Pie, the 
group fronted by former Small Faces singer 
Steve Marriott. 

He graced the stage at Wolverhampton’s 
Civic Hall, firstly in 1973 on the Ziggy Star¬ 
dust tour and later with his hard rock band 
Tin Machine in 1991. 

He also performed at Birmingham Town 
Hall in 1970s and at the NEC during the 1980s 
and 90s. 

Reality 

In 1997 he was a surprise addition to the bill 
at the Phoenix Festival held at Long Marston 
Airfield near Stratford-upon-Avon and played 
a low-key gig at Birmingham city centre’s Que 
Club. 

He appeared finally in the Midlands 
as part of his A Reality Tour in 2003. 
That tour was cut short when Bowie had 
a heart attack, which began his with¬ 
drawal from concert performances. 
The singer’s death was announced last Mon¬ 
day, just two days after the release of his 25th 
album Blackstar, when it was revealed that he 
had been battling cancer for 18 months.

Geological gems are 
in bid for global status

A BID has been made to have 
the Black Country’s hidden 
geological gems officially 
recognised worldwide. 

If successful, the Black Country 
will be granted Global Geopark 
status and join a network of places 
of natural beauty, encompassing 
countries as diverse as Australia, 
Brazil, China, Austria, Malaysia 
and Italy 

The Black Country’s application has 
now been submitted to United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organistion. 


Two sites highlighted in the bid in¬ 
clude Dudley’s Wren’s Nest National 
Nature Reserve, where the cliffs are 
covered in vertical ripple bedswhich 
once lay under the sea, and is home 
to 700 different fossils — 86 of which 
cannot be found anywhere else in the 
world. 

Armada 

Another example is Barr Beacon 
Local Nature Reserve, one of the orig¬ 
inal beacon sites that warned off the 
approaching Spanish fleet the Armada, 
when England was threatened with in¬ 
vasion by Catholic Spain in the Eliza¬ 
bethan era. 


Barr Beacon has a quarry that pro¬ 
vided much of the sand and gravel that 
built Birmingham and is scarred by a 
deep valley created at the end of the 
last Ice Age, 20,000 years ago. 

There are 109 Global Geoparks in 
the world, ranging from Torbay and 
the Scottish Highlands in the UK, to 
volcanic sites in Iceland and Japan. 

Council chiefs say it will boost the 
local economy and will provide a host 
of new opportunities for learning. 

A scrutiny visit from UNESCO and 
the Global Geopark Network is ex¬ 
pected during spring or summer and 
the final outcome of the application 
will be announced in the autumn.

Down-to-Earth views 
of an urbane spaceman

reports on a lecture by 
guitar-playing astronaut 
Colonel Chris Hadfield 

CANADIAN astronaut 
Colonel Chris Hadfield 
gave space enthusiasts an 
insight into what it’s like to 
leave the planet and live in 
orbit during a talk at Sym¬ 
phony Hall, Birmingham, 
on Tuesday. 

He also revealed that rock icon 
David Bowie had told him of his de¬ 
light that the guitar-playing space¬ 
man had performed his classic 
song Space Oddity on the Interna¬ 
tional Space Station (ISS) — an in¬ 
ternet sensation that has now been 
watched 30 million times. 

Now a great communicator for 
the space industry, Colonel Had¬ 
field was inspired to aim towards 
the stars by watching the moon 
landings as a child. 

At the time Canada didn’t even 
have a space programme but that 
didn’t stop him building a career in 
the military and aviation that sent 
him ever upwards towards that ap¬ 
parently impossible goal. 

He went on to be Canada’s first 
astronaut and spent 166 days in 
space. He flew on the Space Shut¬ 
tle to Russian space station Mir and 
to the ISS. Then on the cramped 
Russian Soyuz capsule for his most 
famous and longest stint in space, 
nearly half a year aboard the ISS 
when he served as commander. 

Under the banner The Sky Is Not 
The Limit, the former fighter pilot 
gave an inspiring talk about the 
qualities required to achieve goals,

which can be summed up as: per¬ 
severance, preparation and com¬ 
petence. 

He also revealed fascinating facts 
about his literally out-of-this-world 
experiences and how they have 
changed his perspective on life, 
that he no longer looks at the world 
as ‘them and us’ but just ‘us’. 

Illustrated with video and photos, 
the 59-year-old gave an enthralling 
account of what it is like to take off 
sitting atop what is basically a gi¬ 
ant bomb, then flung from gravity’s 
grasp by the 80 million horsepower 
needed to send the space shuttle 
into orbit. 

He spoke with joy about the ex¬ 


perience of weightlessness (‘a toy 
that never winds down’) and with 
awe of the time he briefly floated 
free in space during a spacewalk, 
when it was just him and the uni¬ 
verse. 

He also revealed that the as¬ 
tronaut’s mantra is ‘what is going 
to kill me next’ during a regime of 
training, checking and rechecking 
systems and instruments. 

He added with wry humour that 
sometimes Mission Control felt like 
a typical Help Desk, usually putting 
you on hold. 

Once in space he did utter that 
famous phrase ‘Houston we have 
a problem’ after an ammonia leak 


threatened to shut down the station 
and a spacewalk was organised in 
a fraction of the usual time to repair 
the leak. 

He also old of how an apparent¬ 
ly routine computer upgrade killed 
power on the ISS until the astro¬ 
nauts carried out a manual reboot. 
Astronauts have to be self-reliant. 

During a question-and-answer 
session, Hadfield was asked if the 
crew of the ISS could relax and 
have a drink, to which he replied 
that in the dangerous environment 
of space every crew member is ‘the 
designated driver’. 

Aliens 

He also revealed that reusable 
rockets could drive down the cost 
of space travel and lead to a new 
generation of satellites creating 
worldwide wi-fi, and his belief that 
mankind would return to the moon 
and create a lunar base. 

On the inevitable ‘aliens’ ques¬ 
tion, he said the universe was 
so vast that the odds were most 
definitely in favour of life existing 
elsewhere, though close enough 
to interact with us was a different 
matter. 

Returning to a theme about Bir¬ 
mingham as a city of invention, in¬ 
novation and great engineering, he 
saw the sum of mankind’s achieve¬ 
ment leading to the ISS: “our test¬ 
bed for exploring the universe.” 

And, of course, the 90-minute 
Evening with Chris Hadfield, ended 
with his tribute to Bowie, strum¬ 
ming and singing Space Oddity.... 
Planet Earth is blue, and he should 
know after orbiting it 16 times a day 
at 17,500mph. 

Chris Hadfield shares his experi¬ 
ences and life lessons in the inter¬ 
national best-selling book An Astro¬ 
naut’s Guide to Life on Earth.

Taylor- 

WORLD Cup Final referee Jack Taylor 
has become the latest Wolverhampton 
legend to be immortalised with his own 
biography. 

The late Mr Taylor took charge of the 1974 
final between West Germany and Holland and 
is among 222 people making their debut in 
the Oxford Dictionary of National Biography 
(ODNB.). 

He joins fellow famous Wulfrunians including 
Wolves and England defender Billy Wright, Wolves’ 
most successful manager Stan Cullis and late Wol¬ 
verhampton MP Enoch Powell in the list. 

“It is a wonderful tribute,” his widow Sue said. 
“I’m delighted that he is still remembered. He 
would be so honoured. Jack was a very modest man. 

“He had such phenomenal success yet it never 
went to his head. He thoroughly enjoyed what he 
did, and he knew he did it well.” 

Mr Taylor’s entry in the ODNB opens by saying 
that he left school at 14 after failing his 11 plus. 

“Living above his father’s butcher’s shop, it 
was probably assumed that he would go into the 
business, although as a young man he was keen on 
horses with thoughts of becoming a trader,” the bi¬ 
ography continues. 

“In the event, he did work in the shop, but it was

football at the weekends that became a central life 
interest.” 

The progress of Mr Taylor was ‘extraordinary’ 
according to the ODNB. He was only 31 years of 
age when he refereed the FA Amateur Cup final 
between Crook Town and Hounslow Town in 1962. 

In 1966, he refereed the FA Cup final between 
Everton and Sheffield Wednesday at Wembley, and 
then took charge of the 1971 European Cup final, 
between Ajax and Panathinaikos. 

Three years later he was the man in the middle 
for the World Cup Final, awarding two penalties. 

He received the OBE for services to football in 
1975. Not bad for the lad from Staveley Road. 

Once when Mr Taylor refereed a match at Luton 
Town, his face was cut when a fan threw a penny 
at him. 

Legend has it that after the match, comedian and 
Luton fan Eric Morecambe went to see him to make 
sure that he was alright, and also to check that he 
wasn’t going to report Luton for the incident. 

When Mr Taylor confirmed that he wouldn’t be 
reporting the matter, Morecambe replied: “Good, 
now can I have my penny back?” 


Mr Taylor later became commercial director at 
Wolves and was also a Wolverhampton magistrate 
for 25 years. He was inducted into the FIFA Hall of 
Fame in 1999 and in 2013 became the first referee 
inducted into the English Football Hall of Fame. 

He was 82 when he died of pneumonia at his 
home at Shifnal in July 2012. 

Former referee Alex Hamil met Mr Taylor in the 
late 1950s when he was a young up and coming ref¬ 
eree in the Wolverhampton leagues. 

“Jack was already a football league referee by 
then,” said Mr Hamil, 80, from from Ettingshall 
Park. “He took me under his wing and was always 
there to offer help and support. 

“Jack didn’t have an enemy in the world. He was 
loved and respected wherever he went. He produced 
some wonderful pieces of refereeing. But even when 
he was at the very top he never forgot his roots. He 
was a proud Wolverhampton man.” 

Mr Hamil recalls an incident during a Football 
League Referees Alliance meeting that he says sums 
up his old friend. “One of the national newspapers 
wanted to run a contest to vote on the best referee 
in the country,” he said. 

“Jack stood up and said he was completely 
against it, arguing that we shouldn’t start picking 
out referees as we were all in it together. 

“Everyone was shocked because we all knew 
there would only have been one winner....Jack! 


“He didn’t care about the personal accolades. 
That was his nature.” 

Wolves club historian John Hendley said Mr Tay¬ 
lor’s latest honour was richly deserved. 

“He was always renowned by the players as one of 
the best in the game,” Mr Hartley said. 

“If the players think you are the best then you 
must be pretty good, and it came from the best play¬ 
ers in the world. 

“In the World Cup Final that he refereed, he 
showed no fear in awarding the penalty in the first 
minute or booking the German captain. Both penal¬ 
ties he awarded were the right decisions. 

“He also booked Johann Cruyff in that game. 
Cruyff didn’t know that a Dutch linesman had 
taught Jack some Dutch swear words, so when 
Cruyff was swearing at him he knew exactly what 
he was saying. 

“He was a very quiet man, a decent man. 

“Jack was respected by everyone in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and this award is fully deserved. 

“He was in it for the love of the game, not the 
money. He loved the game and loved it to be played 
properly.” 

He added: “At Molineux, the referee’s room is 
named the Jack Taylor Room. It gives visiting ref¬ 
erees something to aspire to. 

“If they could become half as good as Jack was, 
they wouldn’t be a bad referee.”

Zoo chimps are not tyred 
of monkeying around yet 


IT’S fair to say the chimps at Dudley 
Zoo won’t be getting ‘tyred’ of their 
latest presents any time soon. 

The playful primates have been 
given the old tyres off the attrac¬ 
tion’s land train to play with. 

Dudley Zoo’s popular locomotive, 
called Dotto, has been so popular 
with visitors over the busy festive 
period that it has needed a new set 
of tyres for 2016. 

Rather than simply throwing the 
old tyres away, staff decided to send 
them to the chimp house where they 
knew they would be an instant hit. 

The new tyres for the train have 
been fitted by Dudley Zoo’s site ser¬ 
vice manager, Malcolm Clements. 

He said: “The tyres we use on the 
train are stronger than your average 
car tyre, as it’s quite a difficult path 
that it has to cope with, which is 
steep and bendy — not your average 


course for a (land) train of this type. 

“The tyres are bigger than aver¬ 
age too, similar to tractor tyres, and 
can’t be bought off the shelf, so we 
have to order them in locally.” 

He added: “We change them regu¬ 
larly so are always testing different 
compounds to find which type works 
best, but we’ve always got two sets 
on site at all times, just because 
they’re not readily available.” 

The tyres will make ideal sturdy 
toys for the chimps, or could even 
provide a comfortable place for the 
chimps to snooze. 

The zoo currently has seven chim¬ 
panzees on site and they are called 
Mandy, Fanny, Barbie, Malaika, 
Binti, Mali and Banika.

MORE than £980,000 has been spent in one year help¬

In Dudley there were 1,887 successful quitters and the 
total spend was £980,345. 

Health boss Councillor Rachel Harris said: “Smoking 
causes more preventable deaths than anything else and 
treating smoking related diseases is estimated to cost 
the NHS in Dudley £12.2m and the NHS nationally £2 
billion each year. 

“The Dudley Stop Smoking Service offers cost-effec¬ 
tive, high-quality, evidence-based stop smoking inter¬ 
ventions. These are delivered by specialist advisors who 
provide expert advice, support and encouragement to 
help local people stop smoking for good.” 

She added: “I’m proud of the success achieved by this 
service in Dudley. Supporting people to quit for good not 
only rapidly benefits their own health but also that of 
those around them.” 


Sex crime 
victims face 
a wait for 
counselling 


VICTIMS of sexual violence are having to 
wait up to nine months to speak to a coun¬ 
sellor about their ordeal. 

The number of victims referred to support servic¬ 
es in the West Midlands has doubled to more than 
5,000 a year since 2010. 

The wait has been exposed by West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner David Jamieson who has vowed to 


slash waiting times in half. 

Alethea Fuller, who over¬ 
sees victim support at the 
Office of the Police and 
Crime Commissioner, said 
support services were strug¬ 
gling to cope with demand. 

She said: “West Midlands 
data indicates that as a re¬ 
sult of the increase in de¬ 
mand, specialist agencies 
are experiencing pressure 
on existing services as vol¬ 
ume increases by up to a 
quarter in the last year. 

Risk 

“As victims come forward, 
good-quality, safe services 
are needed to act quickly 
and appropriately if they are 
not to be put at greater risk. 

“The Independent Sexual 
Violence Advisor service 
offers support that is re¬ 
quired, they can refer vic¬ 
tims for counselling, assess 
needs and decide what type 
of support is required. 

“The increasing demand 
on specialist sexual violence 
services has resulted in sig¬ 
nificantly longer waiting 
lists for counselling, cur¬ 
rently between six to nine 
months for all specialist 
agencies across the region.” 

Mr Jamieson’s office 
took over responsibility for 
victim support last April.

He has launched a Victims 
Commission to bring to¬ 
gether experts to advise how 
to deliver services. 

He said: “This year alone, 
I have allocated grants of 
more than £2 million to sup¬ 
port thousands of victims 
across the West Midlands. 

“One of the main prior¬ 
ities is supporting the vic¬ 
tims of hidden crimes, such 
as domestic violence, child 
sexual exploitation, human 
trafficking, female genital 
mutilation and forced mar¬ 
riage.” 

“In these cases, we are 
often looking at the most 
vulnerable and isolated 
members of society and 
it is paramount that we 
bring these crimes out into 
the open. As a result of the 
work of the Victims Com¬ 
mission, I have been able 
to fund £320,000 to help 
tackle sexual violence here 
in the West Midlands this 
past year; £50,000 to fight 
Female Genital Mutilation 
and £110,000 to support 
the victims of so-called hon¬ 
our-based violence.” 

He was developing a Vul¬ 
nerable Citizens Portal to 
identify those at risk. 


Candle oil garage 
destroyed by fire 

A GARAGE storing scented candle oils in Halesowen was 
destroyed when a fire broke out. 

Fire crews from Oldbury and Haden Hill were called to 
the property in Hurst Green. 

Six firefighters fought the flames for an hour and even¬ 
tually put it out at 9.30pm on January 12. 

Oldbury Fire Station tweeted that its fire crew had liter¬ 
ally come out ‘smelling of roses’ after returning from the 
incident 

Matthew Smith, spokesman for West Midlands Fire 
Service, said: “The garage, which was about six metres by 
eight metres, was completely destroyed by a fire. 

“Six firefighters with breathing apparatus used two reel 
hoses and one main hose. 

“The fire started when a naked flame spread to barrels 
containing candle oil, which was being stored in the ga¬ 
rage.”

The band already have a reputation 
as a great live act and White Bear will 
add to their legion of fans, particularly 
thanks to full-throated Scottish front¬ 
man Phil Campbell. 

They have already won The Rolling 
Stones’ seal of approval, having been 
chosen to support the living legends 
on tour. 

Highlights on White Bear include the 
stomping Three Bulleits and the free¬ 
wheeling, expansive A Pleasant Peace 
I Feel. 

Notorious 

Check them out in concert at Bir¬ 
mingham’s 02 Institute in Digbeth on 
Monday, January 25. 

Notorious for unpleasant on-stage 
antics, it’s a safe bet that Fat White 
Family aren’t looking to become family 
favourites by name checking killer GP 
Doctor Shipman, Italian dictator Mus¬ 
solini and Hitler’s henchman Joseph 
Goebbels with tracks on second album 
Songs For Our Mothers. 

Their sound is so slippery it’s hard 
to pin down, which isn’t a bad thing. 
Safe to say, if you enjoy the loose 
grooves of The Happy Mondays and/or 
the intensity of John Lydon’s PIL, this 


ramshackle bunch are certainly worth 
listening to. 

I suspect that with a little more fo¬ 
cus Songs For Our Mothers could have 
been an exceptional album. There are 
more than a few hints of that amid all 
the frazzled strangeness. 

It begins with the relentless Krau- 
trock rhythm of Whitest Boy On The 
Beach, takes it to another woozy lev¬ 
el on Satisfied, and reaches its zenith 
with Duce — imagine some mad jam 
involving The Yardbirds, the Glitter 
Band and chanting Gregorian monks. 

The delivery of lyrics range from 
whispers to screams with chants in 
between, and are mostly indistinct, 
which is perhaps a good thing given 
the band’s desire to shock. But the 
cumulative effect is wonky, weird and 
overwhelming. 

You can catch Fat White Family live 


when they kick off their latest tour at 
Birmingham’s 02 Institute on February 
20 — don’t say I didn’t warn you. 

Nearly three years on from the debut 
album by Savages, Silence Yourself, 
Adore Life finds the London-based 
black-clad female band perfecting their 
spikey goth/punk sound, which recalls 
the likes of Penetration and Siouxsie 
and the Banshees, with a theme that 
often returns to sexual politics. 

Lead singer Jehnny Beth has a sten¬ 
torian tone but also reveals a more 
vulnerable side on Adore and Slowing 
Down The World. 

But if you want pure punk attitude, 
it doesn’t come much more withering 
than the put-down I Need Something 
New. When In Love is a stand-out track 
with its questing lyric and incendiary 
passion whilst Mechanics makes for a 
dark, apocalyptic closure.

it's a relief that trouble pub 
is shut, say nearby residents 


THE decision to close a pub 
in Dudley which has been 
plagued by violence has 
been welcomed. 

Nearby business owners and resi¬ 
dents have spoken after the The Earl 
of Dudley Arms, in Wellington Road, 
was shut down by police until the end 
of March. 

The pub was closed by senior of¬ 
ficers after police were called to the 
premises more than 60 times over the 
last two years, with the premises being 
described as a hotbed for serious crime 
involving gangs. 

Incidents including wounding and 


robbery were listed among crimes re¬ 
ported at the pub and in December a 
man was badly beaten, olice said the 
owners had failed to protect custom¬ 
ers by ‘allowing members local gangs 
to frequent the premises’. 

Dudley’s Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed said: “Public safety is of par¬ 
amount importance and reading re¬ 
ports of what’s been going on at the 
pub, it’s fair to say I feel pleased it has 
been closed if such incidents are true. 

“It is quite shocking people have 
been put at such risk and as a ward 
councillor, my main concern is the 
protection of their health and safety. 

“We now have a three-month period 


to work together to resolve this issue, 
but nothing should jeopardise the 
safety of the public.” 

A nearby business owner, who did 
not wish to be named, said: “It’s been 
a big problem for everyone in this area 
and I feel the safety of local people has 
been put at risk. It’s a relief that this 
notice has been served.” 

A resident of 20 years, who also 
did not want to be named, said she 
‘avoided the pub at all costs’. 

The pub was shut down at the end 
of December and will remain closed 
until the end of March after a closure 
notice was granted at Wolverhampton 
Magistrates Court.

The incidents stopped after he installed CCTV 
cameras a year ago, until the the early hours of Saturday 
morning when his daughter Demi-Leigh was woken up by a 
flash. A hooded arsonist was seen on camera running away 
after the hatchback was set ablaze shortly before 3.30am. 

Mr Freeman, 50, who described himself as a ‘hard 
grafter’ who gets on with everyone, said he had no idea 
why they were being targeted.

Man took his own 
life after losing job 

A MAN who was found dead in undergrowth at a park com¬ 
mitted suicide after being made redundant from his job, an 
inquest heard. Russell Baker had been looking for work for 
around a month since losing his job as a machine operator 
last month. 

Mr Baker, who was in his 50s, and lived in Spring Ave¬ 
nue, Rowley Regis, told his wife Paula that he was planning 
to hand deliver his CV to businesses when he left the house 
on January 5 this year. He was reported missing by his wife 
later that day with police officers conducting an extensive 
overnight search. 

His body was a found at Warren Hall Park a day later, on 
January 6, after policed tracked the location of his mobile 
phone. A post-mortem carried out by pathologist Dr Suhail 
Muzaffar concluded that Mr Baker died from asphyxiation 
due to suicidal strangulation. 

In an inquest at Smethwick Council House, senior coro¬ 
ner for the Black Country, Zafar Siddique, concluded that 
Mr Baker took his own life and gave a verdict of suicide. He 
said: “I would like to pass my heartfelt condolences onto 
the family and friends of Mr Russell Baker at this difficult 
time.”

DUDLEY North MP Ian Austin 
took to the streets blind-fold¬ 
ed to promote the work of the 
Beacon Centre for the Blind. 

Mr Austin, who has joined a 
new Parliamentary group on sight 
loss, was led by Natalie the Labra¬ 
dor in a bid by the Sedgley-based 
charity to highlight the challenges 
blind and partially-sighted people 
face on a daily basis. 

The Eye Health and Visual Impair¬ 
ment All-Party Parliamentary Group 
works to inform MPs about treatment 
and support for people suffering from 


sight loss and blindness. The Dudley 
Labour MP has joined it to help pro¬ 
mote the Beacon Centre for the Blind 
in Sedgley, which provides specialist 
services and support for people with 
visual impairment. 

Mr Austin has previously backed 
campaigns by the national Guide Dogs 
for the charity to improve blind peo¬ 
ple’s access to support and services. 

Experience 

He said: “It was an unbelievable 
experience. I think everybody should 
do this. 

“You’ve got no idea what’s around, 
what the obstacles are, where the traf¬ 


fic is, if there’s something outside the 
shop. It’s indescribable. 

“People involved in planning town 
centres should do this before they do 
the work.” 

He added: “The Beacon Centre for 
the Blind does brilliant work here in 
Dudley, so I will be working to pro¬ 
mote them and speak up for local blind 
people.” 

Stourbridge MP Margot James also 
took part in a blind-folded walk to 
highlight the experiences a partially 
or fully blind person would have in a 
town. The Conservative MP said: “I 
was shocked at how different the ex¬ 
perience made me feel.”

Wings and

AN annual air show which raises 
thousands of pounds for charity is 
in jeopardy after bosses at Halfpen¬ 
ny Green Airport, near Stourbridge, 
pulled out of hosting the display. 

Organisers of the Wings and Wheels 
shows - held at Easter and August 
bank holidays - have been left ‘abso¬ 
lutely devastated’ by the decision. 

The shows raise money for air ca¬ 
dets, scouts and other charities, and 
help to fund Tettenhall Museum of 
Transport Trust, which now also faces 
an uncertain future. 

Event organiser Vaughan Meers 
said: “I’m shocked and absolutely dev¬ 
astated by this decision. To pull out at 
this late stage, when it takes months 
to organise a show.” 

Around 5,000 people flocked to last 
year’s two-day August event which 
featured The Red Arrows and raised 
£9,000 for charity. Mr Meers said they 
had been planning a special show this 
year to mark its 75th anniversary of 
the former wartime airfield.

“There are a number of other ways 
in which members can access their 
money, including online and telephone 
banking or a BACS transfer to a nom¬ 
inated bank account. 

“Alternatively people can purchase 
a prepaid card which enables them to 
withdraw cash from an ATM machine, 
can be used online or to get cash back, 
free of charge, from supermarkets.” 

Sedgley councillor Bill Etheridge 
has hit out at the prepaid debit card 
costing £3.50 with additional costs 
every time withdrawals are made at 
cash machines. 

Councillor Etheridge said: “Some of 
these people rely on their last couple 
of pounds to get them through to their 
next payday or benefits payment. 

“This is just one more inconven¬ 
ience and cost for the poorest members 
of our society.” 



The dredging of the pool at Mary Stevens Park in Stourbridge continues to make it more habitable for wildlife 


IT’S a painstaking task but one that it 
is hoped will create a haven for wild¬ 
life at a popular park. 

Workers have been dredging the 
pool at Mary Stevens Park, in Stour¬ 
bridge, as part of a multi-million 
pound improvement project. 

The scheme is one of a series being 
carried out at the park to return it to 
its former glory. 

Fish were removed from the pool 
when work started last year. A heavy 
build up of silt had been affecting wild¬ 
life at the pool. 


Old bikes, batteries, shopping trol¬ 
leys and radios were among the items 
found in the pool by salvage teams as 
work got under way on clearing the 
pool. 

A mechanical digger has now been 
positioned on a floating pontoon to 
allow it to float out into the pool to lift 
silt from beneath the water. 

Dozens of fish were removed from 
the pool to allow the work to start. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, who is in 
charge of environmental issues in the 
borough, is pleased with the work. 


“The reason it is being done is be¬ 
cause there was sludge stuck on the 
bottom of the pool,” she said. 

“Hopefully it will be a lot healthier 
once it is finished. All the fish were 
rescued at the time. They will be going 
back into the pool.” 

The £3 million park revamp has 
been made thanks to grants from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. 

A range of projects have already 
been carried out as part of the scheme 
which is expected to be completed this 
summer. 


One thousand 
steel jobs are 
under threat 

BLACK Country steel jobs could be 
at risk after Tata announced more 
than 1,000 roles will be axed as part 
of widespread cuts in its nationwide 
operation. 

Around 750 jobs will go at the com¬ 
pany’s huge plant at Port Talbot, 
South Wales, but another 200 in ‘sup¬ 
port functions’ also face the axe. 

A Tata Steel spokesman said the 
firm could not rule out job cuts at the 
major Steelpark distribution centre at 
Wednesfield, where most of the com¬ 
pany’s 600 Black Country workers are 
employed. He said a 45-day consulta¬ 
tion process being carried out nation¬ 
wide would determine where jobs will 
be cut. 

The Wednesfield site handles steel 
produced at Port Talbot, as does the 
company’s smaller operation at Brier- 
ley Hill, which has a railhead directly 
linked to Tata’s South Wales steel¬ 
making plants. 

As well as the 750 Port Talbot roles 
and 200 support jobs, 100 positions 
are to be cut at steel mills in Llanw- 
ern, Trostre, Corby and Hartlepool. 

Karl Koehler, chief executive of 
Tata Steel’s European operations, 
said: “I know this news will be unset¬ 
tling for all those affected, but these 
tough actions are critical in the face of 
extremely difficult market conditions 
which are expected to continue for the 
foreseeable future.”

Return of Rocky’s 
raunchy musical 



Do the time warp again with those naughty s-extraterrestrials when The Rocky Horror Show arrives in Birmingham 


SINCE its first appearance at Lon¬ 
don’s Royal Court Theatre in June 
1973, Richard O’Brien’s The Rocky 
Horror Show has become the world’s 
favourite rock ‘n’ roll musical. 

It has been performed for over 40 
years and has been translated into 
more than 20 languages, as well as 
becoming a cult movie. 

Director Christopher Luscombe 
created a new production to celebrate 


the 40th anniversary and this ver¬ 
sion of the show is back by popular 
demand, embarking on a year-long 
national tour including a stint at Bir¬ 
mingham’s New Alexandra Theatre 
from Monday to Saturday. 

X Factor finalist and chart-topper 
Diana Vickers will star in the role 
of Janet Weiss, opposite Emmerdale 
actor Ben Freeman as Brad Majors. S 
Club 7 star Paul Cattermole will join 


them as rocker Eddie and Dr Scott. 
West End star Liam Tamne, who shot 
to fame on The Voice, has been cast as 
transexual alien icon Frank N Furter. 

Following over 900 performances 
of the 40th anniversary tour, Kristian 
Lavercombe returns as Riff Raff. 

The musical extravaganza features 
classic songs including Science Fic¬ 
tion/Double Feature, Dammit Janet 
and, of course, The Time-Warp. 



ACTORS John Heffernan and Anna Maxwell Martin will 
star as the most famous power couple in drama in an am¬ 
bitious and highly physical new staging of Shakespeare’s 
Macbeth, at Birmingham Repertory Theatre from Tuesday 
to Saturday. 

Scottish nobleman Macbeth, inspired by the prophecy of 
three witches, embarks on a murderous journey of power, 
treachery and paranoia in his bid to gain the Scottish throne, 
encouraged by his ambitious wife. 

Maxwell Martin (pictured left as Lady Macbeth) is a twice 
Bafta award winning actress, for Bleak House and Poppy 
Shakespeare, also known for Death Comes to Pemberley. She 
was most recently seen on TV screens in The Frankenstein 
Chronicles, Midwinter of the Spirit and the BBC’s Christmas 
whodunnit And Then There Were None.

Heffernan, who plays Macbeth, is one of this country’s 
leading stage actors with the National Theatre and the Royal 
Shakespeare Company. He has also recently been seen on 
screen in Dickensian and Luther. 

The production has been directed by Carrie Cracknell and 
choreographer Lucy Guerin, who also collaborated on the Na¬ 
tional Theatre’s acclaimed production of Medea. 

The Rep will stage several Shakespeare plays this year, 
including Twelfth Night and King Lear, to mark the 400th 
anniversary of his death.

The Girl Who Forgave the 
Nazis 

(Channel 4,8pm) 

In the summer of 2015 former 
Auschwitz clerk Oskar Groening 
- then aged 93 - was charged 
as an accessory to the murder 
of more than 300,000 Jews at 
the infamous death camp. 
During the subsequent trial, 
81-year-old Auschwitz survivor 
Eva Kor was called to give her 
testimony on the medical 
experiments she endured at the 
hands of Josef Mengele. 

Finding herself face-to-face with 
a Nazi for the first time in more 
than 70 years, Eva chose to 
embrace Groening, publicly 
forgiving him despite the role he 
played in the deaths of most of 
her family. This documentary 
explores the impact of her 
decision to absolve Groening, 
who was ultimately sentenced 
to four years in prison.

Y ou just can’t keep a good 

woman down, which perhaps 
explains why Mary Berry is 
back on the box this week - not just 
once, but twice. 

She will be judging, alongside 
regular cohort Paul Hollywood, the 
efforts of a variety of famous faces 
who have agreed to take part in the 
new run of The Great Sport Relief 
Bake Off, which begins on 
Wednesday. 

But before then, we can catch her in 
action in this offering, one that takes 
us back to basics. 

Many TV cooks have, over the 
years, attempted to teach the 
nation to do more than just open a tin 
of beans, and they’ve done it with 
varying degrees of success. We 
reckon Mary will turn out to be the 
best of the lot. 

Rather than going through such 
mundane tasks as boiling an egg or 
cooking pasta the right way, she offers 
handy practical tips on how to prepare 
simple but tasty and quick recipes that 
will keep everyone at home happy - 
and even serve you well if you’re 


organising a dinner party for family or 
friends. 

Commissioning editor Tom Edwards 
says: “Mary is one of the ultimate 
icons of cookery programming. It’s a 
delight to serve her latest offering to a 
BBC Two audience. 

‘This series connects with 
something that is essential to Mary - 
delicious food, made foolproof.” 

Sadly, Mary’s TV career hasn’t been 
foolproof of late. Hollywood attempted 
to take the Bake off to, er, Hollywood, 
when he made The American Baking 
Competition in 2013, but it bombed, 
never to rise again.

STANDING outside The Manor 
House at Whittington I really felt 
I should be wearing twinset and 
pearls, not jeans and a jumper. 

It looks rather grand and posh from 
the outside as well as cosy and invit¬ 
ing. The exterior gives little hint as to 
what is inside. 

I was expecting a quaint, simple sleek 
interior. But what is actually waiting is a 
modern, contemporary, clean finish mix¬ 
ing a touch of traditional style with a more 
quirky and eclectic look. 

The Grade-I listed building dates back to 
1310 when it was built by Sir William de 
Whittington and apparently welcomed roy¬ 
alty during its historic past. It reopened last 
November after a major refurbishment of 
what was once The Whittington Inn. 

Thankfully the bright yellow exterior has

long gone as is the tired and dated interior. 
It’s been lovingly restored, with a £1.5 mil¬ 
lion price tag. 

My boyfriend and I, along with both sets 
of parents, ventured in. The bright, glowing 
flames from an open fire were the first thing 
we saw. The bar area is airy and light. 

Our table was comfy and intimate but 
a little bit too near the kitchen as we kept 
hearing the chef shout ‘service’, but it turns 
out this was also a good thing as we could 
see the food coming out and the pizzas being 
made. All of which looked scrumptious. 

It had only been open a week so we were 
prepared for teething problems. There were 
a few, I’ll get to them later. 

We sat taking in the menu. The online 
version was not the same. My parents were 
ready for a turkey dinner and a risotto dish 


neither of which featured. We quizzed our 
waitress, Stacey, who went to find out what 
was going on. Apparently it’s the wrong 
menu online. Ooops! Hopefully this is now 
resolved. Most was the same though so it 
was no great drama. 

Charm 

Service was slow at times but the staff, 
who were friendly and lovely, were probably 
finding their feet. 

Drinks arrived, orders were taken and we 
sat back to take in the new decor. Rich bur¬ 
gundy and teal added a bright touch to the 
classic olde worlde charm. 

For starters we’d gone for a couple of 
Camembert sharers with great hunks of 
toasted sourdough bread and a sticky onion 
jam on the side. It was gorgeously gooey. 

For the mains I’d gone for a pretty basic 
pizza, less is more. Marinated buffalo moz¬ 


zarella, mozzarella, sun-dried tomatoes and 
basil on the best base I’ve ever tasted. 

Mum had gone for the butternut squash 
tart. She loved the flavours but the potato 
salad was a little dry with no dressing. Dad 
had the Josper roasted half chicken, in beer, 
thyme and malt butter and enjoyed it. 

The fish and chips were also a success as 
the boyfriend’s mum tucked in. For the boy¬ 
friend and his father burgers arrived, great 
stacks of chargrilled, perfectly pink in the 
middle. But. . . the burgers were cold. They 
were swiftly and politely replaced with 
plenty of apologies. 

Some of us saved room for dessert. I was 
defeated but two portions of the dark choc¬ 
olate and raspberry brownie were ordered. 

Full, sated and happy, we all agreed we 
would return soon. While the food does 
need a teeny tiny bit of improving, the four 
stars go to the staff.

Three to the fore with MG 


The MG3 was designed with the 
intention of being fun to drive, the 
chassis having been subjected to 
many thousands of miles of testing 
on European roads. 

The engine is a 1.5-litre 106PS four 
cylinder unit that naturally drives the 
front wheels. There’s nothing revolu¬ 
tionary about the suspension which is 
fairly standard set-up with MacPherson 
struts up front and a torsion beam at 
the rear. You also get a drive-by-wire 
braking system and an electrically-as¬ 
sisted power steering set up. 

The exterior styling looks quite 
smart, if maybe a little supermini-ge¬ 
neric in a way that could have been 
produced from one of many manufac¬ 
turers in this sector if you covered the 
badges over. 

The MG3 is tidy inside. There are a 
few white touches around the stereo, 


on the steering wheel, the door pulls, 
handbrake and gear lever but aside 
from that, everything is uniformly grey. 
Sit in the back seats and you’ll find the 
front seats are sculpted to improve leg 
room, while the rear headroom is gen¬ 
uinely impressive. 

Prices start at under £8,500, getting 
you this supermini-sized car for less 
than the kind of money you’d pay for 
a little citycar. 

All models get signature front LED 
lights and a hill holder clutch as stand¬ 
ard, with all but the entry model featur¬ 
ing a high quality DAB audio system. 
Safety-wise, there are six airbags, elec¬ 
tronic stability control, corner brake 
control and traction control. 

The entry-level model is the MG3 
3TIME which features a CD player with 
MP3 compatibility and Aux-in facili¬ 
ty. Next up is the MG3 3FORM which 
adds air conditioning, that DAB radio, 


Bluetooth with audio streaming, a 
leather MG-design steering wheel with 
red stitching and steering wheel audio 
controls to the tally. A ‘3FORM SPORT’ 
variant also adds a bodykit and 16” al¬ 
loy wheels. 

At the top of the range is the MG3 
3STYLE with premium 16” ‘Diamond’ 
alloy wheels and a sports body styling 
pack that includes the rear boot spoiler 
and side sill extensions. Standard high- 
tech convenience features include 
cruise control, automatic lights and 
windscreen wipers and reverse parking 
sensors, all for around £10,000. 

However, the key attraction for many 
people will be how much fun you can 
have creating your own MG3, with its 
huge range of colours, exterior graph¬ 
ics, interior colour packs and leather 
upholstery created by the UK design 
team and inspired by the British fash¬ 
ion industry.

Suzuki’s 
Celerio an 
honest car

You may have noticed that new car prices are 
on a rapid upward spiral, so that even some 
of the ‘value’ brands now cost the sort of 
money which would have bought you a pre¬ 
mium saloon a few years ago. 

But to be fair, even the most cynical among us can’t 
put automotive inflation down to simple profiteering. 
There is, for example, mounting pressure on car mak¬ 
ers to make massive investments in research and de¬ 
velopment in the fields of safety, fuel economy and 
reducing exhaust emissions. 

Jaguar Land Rover’s £1 billion investment in a new plant 
to produce the super efficient Ingenium diesel engine on the 
outskirts of Wolverhamton is one example. Then, of course, 
there are the new hybrid and fuel cell technologies. 

Buyers are also demanding more: some cars now have 
so many electronic gadgets we older folk need a further ed¬ 
ucation course to use them properly. But where does that 
leave those of us who can’t afford a new car, with the bene¬ 
fits of a fuel efficient engine and a peace of mind warranty? 

Well, there’s the Suzuki Celerio. witth one of the largest 
cabins in the ‘city car’ class, over 60mpg, zero road tax and 
one of the cheapest new cars you can buy with prices from 
£7,414. That’s the price for the entry level ‘SZ2’ test car: 
a practical hatchback with few frills but all the essentials. 
There are better equipped Celerios further up the range, and 
even a more economical engine, but this base model is hard 
to beat if you want true value for money motoring. 

It still comes, for example, with a full safety package in¬ 
cluding anti-lock brakes with electronic brake force distri¬ 
bution, emergency brake assist, electronic stability control 
and six airbags. 

There’s also a decent DAB radio and CD player, tinted 
glass electric front windows and an effective heater - but no 
air conditioning and you have to adjust the wing mirrors with 
little manual levers instead of electric switches. 

The three cylinder, one litre engine has an official fuel av¬ 
erage of 65.7mpg, a C02 rating of 99g/km (so no road tax 
under current regulations) and insurance shouldn’t break 
the bank with a low 7E (out of 50) rating. 

It was a brave decision by Suzuki to replace two older 
models (the Alto and the Splash) with one, the Celerio, There 
was an initial problem with a brake part, too, but the compa¬ 
ny recommissioned the part and retro fitted it to those cars 
which had already gone out to dealers within days. 

The result? Well the Celerio has proved to be a big seller 
for Suzuki, indicating its the right package which convinces 
test-driving customers. 

Footprint 

The Celerio has a small ‘footprint’ but it’s also relatively 
high which means it’s been laid out to seat four adults in 
comfort - even a 6ft 6ins colleague wasn’t cramped in the 
rear. With its tall stance and five doors, access is easy too. 

With light, power assisted steering, a higher-than-average 
seating position and deep windows it’s a breeze to park and 
to handle around town. 

The steering is positive, too, which helps makes the Ce¬ 
lerio a pleasant car to drive on the open road. With 68bhp 
it’s no ball of fire but keeps up with even motorway traffic 
without fuss or excessive engine noise. A typical Suzuki mo¬ 
tor, it’s more of a purr than a growl. 

The ride feels a little firm over poor surfaces, but it’s suf¬ 
ficiently well damped to ensure comfort and prevent the 
bumps throwing the steering off track. 

The slowest moving part of the test car was the fuel 
guage: while I didn’t manage the official 65.7mpg, over a 
week of driving the actual figure was close to 60mpg which 
is the best I remember from a petrol car. 

If you want, or can afford, to upgrade to the flagship SZ3 
version, you can also have Suzuki’s new ‘dualjet’ engine. 
While it’s basically the same unit, with the same overall pow¬ 
er output, it is slightly quicker and considerably more eco¬ 
nomical. With a new fuel injection system, variable valve tim¬ 
ing and a few other technical modifications, it is one of the 
most efficient petrol engines ever produced. Official figures 
credit it with an incredible 78.4mpg and an ultra low 84g/km. 

There’s also an ‘automatic’ option - in fact it’s not a tradi¬ 
tional auto but an automated manual box, where the work 
of the clutch is done by electronics and servos. You can still 
use the gear lever for manual changes (or not, as suits you). 

Higher grade models are, of course, better equipped, too, 
with features such as air conditioning starting at SZ2. 

The practical split/fold rear seats are standard, though, 
with cargo space of 254 litres rising to 726 litres when 
they’re folded flat. That’s another area in which the Suzuki 
goes to the top of the city car class. 

Suzuki pride themselves on being the small car experts 
and certainly the Celerio is something of a master class in 
packaging. 

A small footprint on the road with surprising amounts of 
room inside, excellent economy and low running costs. It’s 
the sort of honest car which the market (and many car buy¬ 
ers) need.

Star, who played through the 1960s to the late 
1990s when they folded, were an iconic side in the 
Stourbridge and Lye area - and one of the most 
feared amateur outfits in the country. 

The club’s remaining players met at the Gigmill 
pub in Stourbridge pub to mark the milestone. The 
team was named Star after the local pub. Former 
manager and West Midlands non-league football 
guru, Alan Webb, told how they rose to prominence. 

“I got married and moved in 1963 where there 
was a team called Swinford Rangers,” he said. 

“They played at Swan Pool Park and were part of 
the Coronation League in Birmingham. 

“They weren’t really going anywhere and the 
club took a bit of a hiatus, we went in and changed 
things. I became the manager.” 

Webb led the club to great success, they were 
three-times winners of the Kidderminster Sunday 
League before moving on to the more competitive 
Festival Premier League. 

The club’s home moved to The Plough in Wollas¬ 
ton and later to Lye Town. 

Trophies 

The evergreen Webb still finds himself helping 
out with Lye under current bosses Martin Thomas 
and Darren Goodall. 

Star went on to appear in numerous finals and 
claimed a haul of trophies. 

Webb’s association ran through to the early 
1980s, when he stepped into Saturday football 
and spells with Gornal Athletic, Halesowen Town, 

Stourbridge and Worcester City. 

Webb had long since left the fold when Star 
caused a stir by going all the way to claim the FA 
Sunday Cup in 1998 - beating a St Jospeh’s (Luton) 
side that included ex-England and Chelsea striker 
Kerry Dixon in the final at Peterborough’s London 
Road. However, Star folded not long after. 

Webb has strong opinions about the club’s end¬ 
ing, but his passion and memories will remain with 
him forever. 

“At one point we were voted in the top six Sun¬ 
day teams in the country,” he said. “I’m confident 
that our side, back in the day, would be comforta¬ 
ble against any of the bigger semi-pro sides around 
now.” The former players meet up again for reunion in Stourbridge 50 years later
